3Y, BOUVET. The DXNL reports that UA90BO and RW3GW (perhaps together 

with other operators) will leave St. Petersburg in June to take part in 

a scientific expedition to the Antarctic lasting several months. The 

most interesting destination of the expedition is Bouvet Island scheduled 
for the beginning of November 1995. Bouvet Island ranks 11th on the 

most recent "OPDX/NODXA Most Wanted List". They already have all 
necessary permissions from Norway. The call will probably be 3Y/ROFL. 


6 METERS. Watch those seasonal openings on this band. Reports from 
stations on the east coast in the U.S. and Canadian indicate hearing 
the CU3URA/B beacon in the Azores. 


BV9P, PRATAS ISLAND. The Chinese Taipei Amateur Radio League (CTARL) 

is now active from the Taiwanese Tung-Sha Dao (Pratas Island) until 

June 5th. This is their third DXpedition to Pratas Island which includes 
an international team of amateur radio operators from USA, Japan, Europe 
and 13 Taiwanese operators. The group is led by Mr. Ken Chang, BV2RA, a 
Senator of the R.O.C. Government and Dr. Bolon Lin, BV5AF, the President 
of the CTARL. Operators mentioned are: BV2VA, BV4QA, BV2FB, BV2KI, BV7BK, 
BV2AP, BV2TA, BV2DD, BV4FH, BV4ME, JHIKRC, JH4RHF, N7NG and OH2BH. As of 
May 28th, the group has reported that they have worked over 10,000 QSOs. 
The following modes and frequencies will be used: CW - 1827, 3504, 7004, 
10134, 10424, 18074, 21024, 24894 and 28024; SSB - 1827, 3555, 7045(EU), 
7065(NA), 14195, 18125, 21295, 24945 and 28495; RTTY - 7082, 14082 and 
21082; and 50 MHz - Some 50 MHz and OSCAR operation are tentatively 
planned. The main station is an FT-990 and a FL-7000 amplifier, but 
reports indicate the team can only run about 300 watts due to the 
unstable power station on the island. Also, some of the team members are 
having health problems due to the very high temperature on the island 
(nothing serious, so no cause for concern at this time). The QSL Manager 
for the operation will be Steven Wheatley, KU9C, 12 Netherton Terrace, 
Morristown NJ 07960, USA. 


CY9, ST. PAUL ISLAND. A fax received from Dan, WA4DAN, indicates that 
everything is a GO for this operation. The boat charter, travel 
arrangements and the Canadian Coast Guard landing permission have been 
all acquired. Operators AA4VK, WA4DAN, KW2P and W5IJU will be active 
from July 27th until August 2nd. Operators will sign homecall/CY9. 
Operations will be on CW/SSB/RTTY, 160-6 meters and the satellites. 
Yagi's will be used on 40-10 meters including a 2 element 40 meter 


yagi. QSLs and donations for the CY9 operation should be sent via WA4DAN. 


E3, ERITREA. Accoding to Jin, JF1IST, he will be going to E3-land for 

UN business between May 27th and June 11th (This schedule may change). 
Jin plans to operate on 160-10 meters, 50 MHz; and the satellites A0-10 
and AOQ-13, but states this is not a DXpedition. He has requested E31A or 
E31J for callsigns, but a station signing E31FAO was reported by the 
Tokyo PacketCluster which may be Jin. E31FAO was heard around 14280 

and 21283 kHz between 1300 and 1500z. 


GB, STEEPHOLM ISLAND EXPEDITION. Stroud Radio Society announced their 
plans to activate this island between June 17th and 19th. The club will 
be taking part in the Practical Wireless 2 meter Low Power Contest which 
is being held on Sunday the 18th. Operations will be on all HF bands, 50 
MHz, 2 meters and on both CW and SSB. Steepholm qualifies for the IOTA 
award as part of the EU-120 group, and is also in a "wet square", ST 26, 
for the Worked All Britain awards. Callsigns in use during this period 
of operation will be as follows: GBOSRS on the HF bands, GB2SRS on 2 
meters outside of the contest period, GB6SRS on 6 meters and G4SRS/P (the 
Club call) during the 2 meters contest. QSL via the RSGB bureau or if 
preferred, via GOATX the QSL Manager. 


IOTA NA-031. The South Coast Wireless Society from Pawcatuck, CT, plans 
to activiate Block Island, RI (NA-31) during the IOTA contest July 29 
and 30. They will be active on 10, 15, and 20 meters, and possibly on 

40 and 80. Callsign is to be announced. This operation will be the first 
from NA-31. (From, Joseph A. Natale) 


KH4, MIDWAY. The 59(9) DX REPORT, was advised that Rick, KH6JEB, would be 
active from Midway Island (OC-031) as KH6JEB/KH4, from May 26th possibly 
through May 28th. There were no QSNs reported as this bulletin was going 
to print. It would be advisable to continue to listen to 14195 kHz for 
possible updates. ("You never know if a delay has taken place.") 


PRINCIPALITY OF SEBORGA (FALSE REPORT). It has been rumored that the ITU 
has allocated the T8A-T8Z call-block to the Principality of Seborga. 
Jean, F6AJA, reports talking to Ted, F8RU, who is retired from ITU in 
Geneva and has phoned the current ITU manager. Ted reports that at this 
moment NO allocation (T8A-T8Z) has been given to Seborga and this 
information is absolutly WRONG. 


T2, TUVALU. Just a reminder that Masa, JE1DXC, continues to be active 
from the Pacific and will be active next from here June 1-6th, as T2O0XC. 
Activity will be on all HF bands in CW/SSB/RTTY. QSLs for all activities 
are via his CBA or bureau. If you send your card direct please remember:
